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BODY LIES IN STATE 
IN CHURCH AT MIAMI, 

Miam!, Fila., January 1i!.—(Spe- 
clal.)—The body of General John 
B. Gordon was brought !nto Mi- 
ami this morning and is now lying 
in state in the Presbyterian church, 
where hundreds of people have to- 
day viewed the remains. 

The body was accompanied to 
the church by a military and cfvil 
escort. As stated in The Con- 
stitution, the unavoidable delay in 
the arrival of Henry M. Flagler’s 
private cars delayed the departure 
for Atlanta unt!l Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

The funeral party, consisting of 
Mrs. John RB. Gordon, her two sons, 
Majors Hugh H. and Frank Gor- 
don. a daughter, Mrs. Burton 
Smith. and two grandsons, Hugh 
H. Gordon, Jr., and Kilbourn Gor- 
fon. will leave for Atlanta with 
the escort from the Miami Rifles 
tomorrow morning at 6 o’clock, ar- 
riving in Atlanta Wednesday morn- 
ing. The family have complied 
with the request of Governor Ter- 
rell for~the body of the general 
to Me°in state at the capitol of 
Georgia. 

Company L, Plorida state troops, 
has been stationed at the Presby- 
terian church here, and they will 
remain with the body until its de- 
parture for Atlanta. 

Three citizens of Miami have 
been appointed to accompany the 
body of “eneral Gordon to the 
Georgia state line, and a military 
ascort, consisting of Captain Jau- 
don and eight men of company I, 
Second régiment, will go with it to

Colombian Envoy Tried To 
Scare the State Department 


But His Threat To Publish the Cor- 
respondence About Panama Was 
Not Noticed — Morgan 
Loses the Fight on 
Buchanan, 


Washington, January !!.—General] 
Rafael Reyes in his late note to the 
State department tigreatened to pubiish 
the corresponderrte between himself and 
the state department if the department 
did not see fit to send it to the senate or 
make it public. The department ignored 
the threat. 

General Rafael Reyes, the Colombian 
envoy who has been in Washington in 
connection with the Panama matter for 
about a month, left the city at midnight 
for New York, preparatory to his depart- 
ure for Colombia in a few days. The 
departure of General Reyes does not con- 
stitute fhe breaking of diplomatic rela- 
Tons with the United States, but merely 
the. suspension of the negotiations which 
have been going in with the state depari- 
ment, having in view the reintegration 
of Panama as a part of the United 
States of Colimbia. Whether they will 
be resumed’ hereafter is not known. 

Dr. Herran, the Colombian charge, re- 
mains in Washington to attend to lega- 
tion business other than Panama mat- 
ters. Advices which have reached here 
from Colombia show that there is still 
considerable excitement there over the 
attitude the United States has taken in 
the Panama matter. General Reyes made 
a farewell call on Secretary Hay today. 
He endeavored to show General Reyes 
the futility of Colombia's efforts to re- 
gain Pandma, but regards the matter as 
still open to Turther efforts toward a 
peaceful adjustment.

Morgan Loses Buchanan Fight. 
The senate in executive session today 
laid on the table the motion to reconsider 
the confirmaticn of the nomination of W. 
I. Buchanan, to be minister to Panama. 
The vote was 38 to 16, divided on party 
lines, with the exception of Senator Mc- 
Creary, democrat, of Kentucky, who 
yoted with the republicans. By this ac- 


t:on Mr. Buchanan now has full powers 


to act for this government in all diplo- 
matic exchanges between the United 
States and the new republic. The motion 
to reconsider the confirmation was made 
before the holidays by Senator Morgan, 
thus withholding for three weeks Mr. 
Bucanan’s commission as minister. In 
the meantime Mr. Buchanan had arrived 
on the isthmus, where he occupied the 
position of a private citizen, except for a 
special commission to act as the personal 
representative of the president in gather- 
ing information regarding existing condi- 
tions there. 

Senator Morgan took ths floor when 
the senate went into executive session 
today. He made a general protest 
against the confirmation of Mr. Buch- 
anan as minister, on the ground that the 
position to which the president had made 
the appointment was not in existence at 
the time the appointment was made, and 
eculd not be created without the coopera- 
tion of the senate. Senator Spooner an- 
swered for the republicans. He cited 
numerous authcrities and precedents in 
support of the president’s ection. Sena- 
tor- Allison also spoke briefly in support 
of the administration, while Senators Ba- 
con and Culberson favored the demo- 
cratic contention. The motion to lay Mr. 
Morg-n’s motion on the table was made 
by Mr. Lodge.

Macon, Ga., Jaruary !1.—(Special.)—Wes- 
leyan Female cpllege doors will not be 
closed on account of the single case of 
smalipox found Sunday morning in that 
institute. 

So the executive committee of the board 
of trustees of the college decided this 
morning. 

The bulletin issued by President Guerry 
Sunday afternoon which was presented 
to the reading public through the papers 
Monday morning: quickly allayed all ap- 
prehensions, showing as they did that 
one case only had been found in the in- 
stitute and that that case was of the 
mildest form, a form so mild that the 
health officers had no apprehensions as 
to the result. 

This morning there was a meeting of 
the executive committee of the board of 
trustees at which Dr. Barron, chairman 
of the board of health, was present. At 
that meeting the situation was fully can- 
vassed and there was nothing in the 
Situation to warrant the suspension of 
the school work for even a day. 

The patient has been thoroughly %#o- 
lated while her room mate is as com- 
pletely cut off from association with other 
students as ig Miss Sanders herself. Vac- 
cination has been the order of the day, 
and every student at the seminary who 
has not been successfully vaccinated is 
being given the precautionary touch, Dr. 
Barron, of the board of health, request- 
ing that it be done, 

President Guerry has in no way made 
any attempt to conceal any facts of the 
situation. He has advised the parents 
of the students of the presence of the 
one case and has communicated to them 
the opinion of the best medical men of 
the city, an opinion which must allay 
all apprehensions should any have ever 
existed after the presentation of Presi- 
dent Guerry’s first bulletin,

AST PROPOSALS 


Her Reply Will Soon Be Pre- 
sented to Russia 


Evidence That the People of Rus- 
sia Do Not Want War with 
Japan—Both Countries Con- 
tinue Their Warlike 

; Preparations. 


Tokio, January !!.—The cabinet and 
elder statesmen met for a joint confer- 
ence at the official residence of Premier 
Katsura this afternoon. The premier, 
who is fll, wags not present. They dis- 
cussed the political and strategical sit- 
uation, and wil] report to the throne to- 
morrow. 

The note delivered by Foreign Min'‘stcr 
Komura on Saturday to Baron de Rosen, 
the Russian minister, was merely prelim- 
inary to Japan’s formal response which 
has not yet been delivered. 

The questions at issue were discussed 
in today’s conference of the cabinet and 
the elder statesmen and a final decision 
is expected tomorrow. When tlis is 
reached the conference will appear before 
the throne and stbmit the answer agreed 
upon. After this has been done the final 
proposals of Japan will be handed tv 
Baron de Rosen. 


RUSSIA IN MANCHURIA; 
STATEMENT OF POLICY 
Berlin, January !i.—The Russian gov- 
ernment has informed the powers that 
it will respect fully the rights any na- 
tion has in Manchuria, under treaty with 
China. This declaration is made with- 
out reserve, 
Rusala gives fcrmal expr<«ssion to this 


‘policy now in consequence of the con- 


troversy with Japan, one of whose per- 
sistent contentions has been for a defini- 
tion of Russia’s policy in Manchuria and 
an acknowledgement of Japan’s trade 
privileges. Russia's repiy his been in 
substance as follows: 

“We cannot discuss Manchuria with 
you any more than we could Aystralia 
or the Philippines. Manchuria belongs 
neither to us, nor to you. It does not 
lie within the jurisdiction of either of 
- to dispose of the future of Manchu- 
ria.’’ 


Russia, however, is willing to observe 
the treaty rights of all the powers In 
Manchuria and now engages to do s%. 

Russia, it is added, thus removes trom 
the negotiations one of the points upon 
which Japan counted for the moral sup- 
port of other powerg and whereon she 
especially had the sympathy of the 
United States and Great Britain. 


SYMPATHY IN FRANCE 
FOR RUSSIAN CONTENTION 

Paris, January !!.—A strong current of 
official sentiment was set in motion to- 
day favorable to strengthening the ha:ds 
of Russia inher claims to exercise para- 
mount influence in Manchuria. It is point- 
ed out that Russia, having conceded Ja- 
pan’s paramount influence in Korea, Ja- 
pan appears to be unwilling to make a 
reciprocal concession by recognizing Rus- 
sia’s paramount influence in Manchurta. 
There is reason to believe that the late 
Russian note makes clear Russia's at- 
titude and intentions concerning Manchu- 
ria and how far she is disposed to recog- 
nize Japanese ambitions in Manchuria. 

The general purpose of the Russian po- 
sition is that Japanese merchants and in- 
dividuals shall have the right of free ac- 
cess to Manchuria for purposes of travel 
and commerce, but that Russia does not 
wish this to be extended to colonizing of 
Japanese in large communities in Man- 
churia. 

Strong sympathy is expressed here tin 
behalf of the Russian view as it is said 
that the general admission of Japanese 
colinization in Manchuria would create 
questions of political and racial domina- 
tion. It is asserted to be in the interest 
of the commerce of Europe and America 
that Russia should replace China’s au- 
thority within Manchuria. It is main- 
tained in governmental quarters that it is 
to the general interest of Europe and 
America to give moral support to a set 
tlement of the pending conflict on the ba- 
sis of Japan’s authority in Korea and 
Russia’s authority In Manchuria. Those 
who are in the best position to know 
Russia’s intentiong say her determina- 
tion to exercise her sphere of influence 
in Manchuria is irrevocable, 

Owing to Russia’s latest attitude in 
Manchuria it is the view. of official cir- 
cles here that the main issue of the ne- 
gotiations now cénters on Manchuria in- 
stead of Korea. 


RUSSIANS ARE OPPOSED 
TO WAR OVER MANCHURIA 
St. Petersburg, January !!.—It is of- 
ficially announced in regard to the re- 
ports that Russia is competing with 
Japan for the purchase of war 4nd other 
ships that the marine minister has novo 


intention of buying any foreign ships 
and has not entered into negotiations 
with anybody with that object in view. 

Patriotic newspapers have been trying 
to bring the public to a realization of 
the importance of the issues involved ‘n 
the Russo-Japanese dispute, but hither- 
to wholly unsuccessfully. The press !s 
forced to admit that the general public 
not only does not interest itself the 
slightest in Manchuria,. but that it posi- 
tively detests the entire undertaking and 
ardently desires the railroad to be dis- 
posed of if possible. M. Souvorin, pub- 
lisher of The Novo Vremya, who for- 
merly advocated a return to the neglect- 
ed tasks in the Far and Middle East, 
undertakes in a signed article to prove 
that the distance of Manchuria does not 
argue against the possibility of holding 
and developing it, instancing the distant 
possessions of other powers. What suc- 
cess will attend his campaign of educa- 
tion remains to be seen. It is acknowl- 
edged, however, that 99 per cent of the 
public think that circumstances have led 
Russia too far afield. 

Another method of arousing public sen- 
timent has been employed by some news- 
papers, notably in the Far East. They 
have begun calling the Japanese the 
‘Jews of the Orient.” 

Moreover, the whole press in chorus at 
V""divostock and in Manchuria, is daiiy 
emphasizing the existence of the “Yellow 
Danger,” but tHls seems designed to cause 
Europe to pause and reflect rather than 
inflame the racial feelings of the Rus- 
siang.

press Hold a. Meeting 


Senator Bacon Pays High Tribute to 
- the Departed Chieftain—No Man 
in Georgia So Beloved as 
Was General 
Gordon. 


Washington, January 11!.—(Spectal.j— 
‘The confederate veterans of congress hel4 
a largely attended meeting In the house 
minority room this afternoon at which 
@ committee to draft resolutions upon the 
death of General Gordon was named, 
and other action appropriate to such an 
Occasion was taken. The initiative in 
bringing about the meeting was taken 
by Judge Maddox, of Georgia, at tha 
Instance of fellow confederates. Senator 
‘Bate, of Tennessee, acted ag chairman. 
In stating the purposes of the meeting 
General Bate spoke feelingly of his ac- 
quaintance with General Gordon from 
the outbreak of the war, of his magni- 
ficent qualities as a soldier and of the 
eiose relationship enjoyed during their 
term of service in the senate. 

Senator Bacon paid an eloquent tribute 
to the memory of the great Georgian. 
He told of his first acquaintance with 


Gordon, when the latter began the study 
of law in the office of the uncle of the 
fenator at LaGrange, of Gordon’s first 
military command and the arrival of 
the “Raccoon Roughs” in Atlanta. He 
well recollected that he went with Cap- 
tain Gordon, as he then was, when the 
latter ordered his first military uniform. 
_ He traced briefly Gordon’s remarkably 
military career, culminating when at the 
age of 32 he was the trusted lieutenant 
of the great Lee and commanded the 
right wing of his immortal army. 

He believed the history of warfare could 
ehow no such fortitude as was shuwn 
‘by Gordon in the battle of Sharpsburg, or 
| Antietam, as it is also called, when he 
‘received no lese than five wounds, ¢ach 
of a character that would have warrant- 
led his relinquishing commard. But he 
‘fought on throughout that day. refusinz 
'to give up. The first wound, as he recol- 
lected it, came early in the day. He 


was hit again and again and again, each 


time seriously wounded, but he would 
not give up and fought on until the 
fifth wound in the face rendered him in- 
sensible and he had to be taken from 
the field late in the afternoon. 

Speaking of the high regard fn which 
he was held by Georgians Senator Bacon 
raid no man in the state was so uni- 
versally beloved; there was no man whose 
taking away would be so deeply mourned. 
He did not believe there had ever been 
a citizen of Georgia so unlversally be- 
loved as General Gordon. 

Senator Berry, of Arkansas, and Sen- 
ator Morgan, of Alabama, also spoks 
with great feeling of their admiration 
‘and love for General Gordon. Senator 
‘Berry said it had always been his jung- 
ment that, with the possible exception 
of Forrest, Gordon was the greatest so!- 
dier wié had ever started in from civil 
life, a far greater soldier than many 
of those who had the advantade of scicn- 
tific milftary training at West Point. 

Judge Maddox was authorized to order 
at Atlanta an appropriate floral offering. 
The commfftee to draft resolutions will 
report at another meeting to be held to- 
morrow afternoon. This committee con- 
sists of Senators Bate of Tennessee, 
Bacon of Georgia, McEnery of Louisiana, 
McCreary of Kentucky, Daniel of Vir- 
ginia, Cockrell.of Missouri, Pettus of 
Alabama, Berry of Arkansas, and Black- 
burn of Kentucky, and Representatives 
Maddox of Georgia, Davis of Florida, Tal- 
‘bert of Marviand, Bankhead of Alabama. 
Pierce of Tennessee, Field of Texas. 
Croft of South Carolina, Livingston of 
Georgia, Lamb of Virginia, and Spight 
of Mississippi. It will be determined 
at tomorrow's meeting whether it will 
be possible to send a delegation repre- 
senting the confederates in congress to 
the funeral. The Georgia delegation will 
meet tomorrow morning and take ap- 
propriate action. 

In his prayer opening the senate’s ses- 
sion, Rev. Edward Everett Hale, the 
cNaplain, made touching reference to the 
death of the ‘“‘Great Leader of Men,” re- 
ferring to the distinguished Georgian, 
soldier and statesman.

“Sutherland,”’ the old home of General 
John B. Gordon, is without a master. 
The rustic bench, the favorite seat of 
the famous Georgian, where beneath the 
shade of a kindly oak he whiled away so 
many hours, will know him no more. 
Here it was that after a tifa replete 
with all of those most dramatic chap- 
ters that deal with a hero in war, he 
rested from his labors to dream away in 
memory the struggles and battles that led 
to a life of so well earned peace. 
“Sutherland,” the very name carries 
with it all that was most dear and sacred 
to the heart of Georgia’s warrior. With- 
in its hospitable walls and around his 
favorite bench there resce. yesterday a 
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mist that spoke more eloquently than 
words of the great lonesomeness of 
“Sutherland.” 

Through the trees nature sang in sob- 
bing voice her sweetest music as @ last 
tender lullaby to a sleep that knows no 


waking. It was the crooning of a gen- 


tle wind. 

Bench Under the Trees. 

Historic will become thig old home and 
this old bench in future days. Perhaps 
the state of Georgia will in time secure 
these personal mementoegs where other 
Georgians as yet unborn may come to 
breathe the inspiration left — its one- 
time master. 
And this rustic seat—what a wonder- 
ful wealth of memories crowd about this 
plain resting: place. How often has the 
old general carried some of his loving 
comrades to this trysting spot to live 
again in the pathway leading back into 
the past the struggles in which both 
played his part. 

Touching, it was, to see the old darky 
who is now in charge of the old home. He 
says but little but there is in his hushed 
tones a story of the sorrow that dwells 
within such as no tongue can give ex- 
pression to. Silently he made his rounds 
attending to his humble duties, and when 
at last he reached the old bench it was 
to pause and stand with bowed head, 
the while he drew a beautiful picture of 
his loving master as he had seen him 
sitting there so often. 

A Story That Can’t Be Told. 

No need to try and repeat his very 
words. They would tell but a small part 
of the story, for it was more in the 
choking emotion or the faltering sen- 
tence thatpwas added the chief eloquence 
and charm. of what he had to say. But 


brought his wife down to this bench the 
night before at the close of a sorrow- 
ful day there “was a beautiful pathos 
that cannot be transcribed. 

Because is was .the favorite resting 
place of the general, these two had come 
in the darkness of the night to whisper 
the lonesomeness that was in the heart 
of each other or to dwell on the loving 
kindness that had ever marked his every 
action for the years in which they had 
learned to look to him as their master 
and their friend. 

It was a scene for a painting Dy some- 
Millais of the southland, these two, wait- 
ing in the darkness with a lonesomeness 
that knew no cure and with only the rude 
pressude of a hand to convey some hoped- 
for comfort that neither could speak. 

Sutherland’s Situation. 

The situation of Sutherland is probably 

ene of the most ideal of any suburban 
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home in the land. Located on the high- 
est spot around Atlanta, at Kirkwood, 


from its windows can be seen in the dis- 
tance Kennesaw mountain, the beautiful 

fue Ridge ranges and’ majestic Stone 
mountain. 

No wonder 1s it that as he sat in the 
magnificent palaces of his weaithy friends 
of the north, or roamed amongst the lux- 
urious hotels while making his numerous 
lecture tours, that his heart ached for a 
return to that spot so peaceful and so 
sacred to his heart. 

Probably no man ever loved his home 
more than did General Gordon. He loved 
to wander through its spacious halls and 
artistically furnished chambers. He said 
to a friend once, when he was possibly 
1,000 miles from Sutherland: 

“Ah! how my mind goes back to Geor- 
gia tonight, as I think of my quiet home. 
I love it for its quiet and peace. I love 
it because of its situation on top of one 
of the old ‘red hills of Georgia,’ sur- 
rounded by a grove of typical Georgia 
oaks. I love it because it has been to me 
an ideal tarrying place, and I hope that 
when I die my body shall rest at least 
for a time within the walls that have 
been to me a dwelling place so nearly 
what we all desire—‘a neaven on earth.’ ” 


The General at Home. 

Genera] Gordon was very fond of exer- 
cise and he used often to spdend hours 
wandering through the large domain 
which is part of “Sutherland.” On the 
lower part of the property runs a beauti- 
ful and clear stream of water, fed by a 
erystal snpring. Down to this “valley 
land”’ Gordon often wandered and spent 
heurs pacing @p and down the mossy 
bank of the stream. The squirrels and 


birds learned to know and love him, and 
ir. the summer especially looked eagerly 
forward to.his daily coming for their 
share of ‘‘good things’’ which he was sure 
to have in his pockets for them. 

It is said that seated by the side of this 


at quietly he told of the way he had | 


, little brooklet Gordon used to memorize 
those exquisite passages in his lectures 
which electrified his hearers and made 
sc many editors after his departure 
term him ‘the. golden tongued orator, 
linking together in fraternal feeling 
hearts once bitter with most tense ani- 
mosity.”’ 

In his quiet, peaccful home he also 
gained the inspiration for those bursts 
of human sympathy which took as by 
storm his hearers, making them laugh 
and cry with him, and cheer him when 
he closed. He himself admitted this to 
| be largely the true state of affairs, for 
to a friend he remarked: ‘‘When I leave 
the world end its cares behind me and 
enter the portals cf my dear old home, it 
takes but a brief specl for me to be 
ashamed of personal and other animosi- 
tics. I feel steal over me a strong love 
for all mankind. Many rights have 1 
spent hours treading on the moonbeams

Been Seen by Passersby. 
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AROUND GORDON'S FAVORITE BENCH

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playing hids and seek on tho grass, pray- 
ing so ardently that all animosity and 
strife between men might cease; especial- 
ly have I longed to see the day when the 
veterans of the blue and gray should 
stand clasping hands together, having 
forgotten the bitterness of the past and 
ready to die, the one for the other. A 
cujet home which brings such feelings to 
one’s heart must inevitably occupy a ten- 
ager and secluded spot therein. I carry 
within the cover of my watch a minia- 
ture of the place I love so well; and when 
I'am away from home I have only to 
look at it to have well up within me a 
great longing to hurry back to its wel- 
coming fold.”’ 


Rebuilding of Sutherland. 

A few years ago, while the general 
was away on one of his yearly lecture 
tours, the hore was burned to the 
ground. When he received the news of 
its destruction he was greatly affected. 
Upon ehis return immediate steps were 
taken to have it rebuilt, and after exact- 
ly the same model. Many friends and 
architects begged to be allowed to build 
him a mansion typical of the new era in 
which he was living, but he firmly re- 
fused, saying that he wanted to see once 
more, and live within its walls, the dear 
old home which had been so long occu- 
pied by the Gordon family. And 80 a 
new house was reared on the spot of the 
Old—a new house, and yet the same old 
one, it appeared to be, in that the old 
home-feeling was still its chief furnishing. 

It is winter now at “Sutherland.” But 
very soon the forerunners of spring will 
clothe the barren trees with leaves and 
the green verdure of a new season will 
send forth its smile of welcome. But 
for “Sutheriand,”’ the smile will be the 
sadly-sweet expression of the lon®om-- 
ness of Georgia's mother-heart that must 
ever grieve for the sorrow that comes 
with the separation from her noblest son.

The veterans present also decided to 
meet in a body at the Kimball at noon 
today, or if this hour is unsuitable at 
some qther time, and call upon General 
Stephen D. Lee and other distinguished 
visitors in the city. This was done at 
the suggestion of Judge George Hillyer 
and Colonel B. F. Abbott. A telegram 
from Congressman Maddox was read by 
General A. J. West. This telegram stated 
that a handsome floral offering would 
be sent by the confederate veterans in 
congress. 

Judge Calhoun’s Remarks. 

The meeting was called to order at 5 
o’clock and the first speaker recognized 
by Commander Myers was Judge W. Iu. 
Calhoun, who said: 

“Having known General Jofin B. Gor 
don from the time he first became a res- 
ident of Atlanta, and was a member of 
the law firm of Overby, Bleckley & Gor- 
don—a period of nearly fifty years—I do- 
sire to pay an humble tribute to his 
memory. General Gordon, in his person- 
ality, possessed more of the elements of 
greatness than any man I ever knew. As 
a general rule, men of marked military 


ability and genius are déeficient,in the 
requirements necessary for statesman- 
ship and civil government. Khe was not 
only a great mijitarv leader. eviienced 
by his capacity, superb courage and fidel. 
ity, in the mighty struggle by the sons 
of the south for right and honor, but in 
civil government as a senator of the 
United States, chief executive of the state 
of Georgia and in other high positions 
therein, exhibited splendid ability, re- 
ceived the approval of his people and 
brought honor and glory upon his state 
and country. In addition to this he was 
a man of handsome and commanding per- 
sonal appearance, courtly manners, tender 
heart and unblemished private and pub- 
lic character. He was magnetic and 
wherever he went wag received with open 
hands and hearts. All these splendid 
qualifications were crowned by a beau- 
tiful and consistent Christian life, witb 
undying faith and hope in his Redeemer. 
I can never forget the scene upon hi#v 
arrival at the old depot in this city with 
his company, the Raccoon Koughs, of 
which he was then captain, on their way 
to Virginia. They were received by 8 
large crowd and Captain Gordon, in re 
sponse to calls, delivered one of the mos? 
patriotic and eloquent addresses I have 
ever heard. Still fresh in my memory is 
his beautiful tribute to General Lee at 
the memorial exercises held at the cap- 
{tol in this city, in which he said of his 
great commander: ‘In the estimation of 
Christendom he was peeri¢ss among men 
and so regardful of civilized war that he 
left the line of his march marked and 
marred by np devastated flelds, charred 
ruins or desolate homes.’ 

“rt recall, too, another recent occa- 
sion when he visited the Soldiers’ home 
on a Sunday afternoon, and delivered a 
religious address, taking his text from the 


| scriptures, and in tender and impressive 


words told his old comrades of the way 
of life, and the great nécessity of prepa. 
ration therefor as they were fast ripen- 
ing for the Reaper. Gordon and Long- 
street! Representative sons of the south! 
Their names wiil ever shine resplendently 
in the crown of glory won by the army 
of northern Virginia. They have gone 
out Into the great ocean where the shad- 
ows lle, and hereafter wiii be at rest in 
the home of the heroes.” 
Albert Cox Talks. 

Colonel Albert Cbx said, in part: 

“T think he was the greatest man fF 
ever knew. He was great in his heart, 
after all the center of true greatness. He 
was great in his mind. I've seen him on 
all sorts of occasions on the same plat- 
form with many distinguished orators. 
But I have never known an occasion, va- 
tied as they were, but that Gordon's was 
the tone that lingered in the memory. 

“Tt was Gordon's genius that first saw 
the possibility of the development of 
Florida. Afterwards he conceived the 
idea that this commercial metropolis and 
capital of the state, Atlanta, should have 
coal at its hand and he built the Georgia 
Pacific railroad, laying coal at the feet 
of the industries of the state. The last 
conception, the last general conception 
he had, was that of a great southern life 
insurance company, to be located some- 
where in the south. Some day some one 
will take up that idea and John B. Gor- 
don, though he is dead and gone, will 
reap another harvest.” 


Captain R. E. Park. 

State Treasurer R. E. Park was in- 
vited to address the meeting, whereupon 
he said: 

“I first saw him in LaGrange in Janu- 
ary, !862, while on my way to schooi 
in Alabama. He made a speech at a 
meeting that night and I hated to resume 
my journey to school instead of enlisting 
after hearing that ringing appeal of his. 

“The next time I saw him was at Au- 
burn, Ala., when he was passing through 
on a train with his company, the Racoon 
Roughs. He came out on the platform 
to make a speech to the college boys as- 
sembled there. And so well did he pleage 
us that we cut his car off from the train 
and kept him speaking while the conduc. 
tor carried his train a quarter of a mile 
away from the depot without , noticing 
that he had left behind the 
Roughs. 

“I was elected lieutenant the same day 
that he was chosen colonel of the Sixth 
Alabama, to which regiment Tf belahged. 
He was my colonel until he was frans- 
ferred to command the Georgia brigade. 

“He was the bravest, knightliest, great- 
est man in Georgia and you cannot be too 
untiring or too earnest in your efforts to 
do him honor.”

The Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune. 

The Cincinnati postmark will be 
taken as prima facie evidence that 
“Boss” Cox, the twin Dromio of 
“Boss” Hanna in the control of the 
machine in Buckeyedom, is getting 
busy after his some-other-man-than- 
Roosevelt pronunciamento in his Cin- 
cinnati newspaper organ. It cannot be 
deubted that Cox and Hanna under- 
stand each other. They have long 
been cheek by jowl pojitically, and did 
not the south Ohio “boss” secure, in 
hig own devious way, the election of 
the senior senator of that state to a 
seat in the “greatest deliberative body 
on earth?” 

Surely the position of the republican 
party today with respect to the presi- 
dential candidate it will nominate in 
Chicago next June is _ historically 
anomalous. So strangely has Candi- 
date Roosevelt’s picturesque personal- 
ity advertised itself upon the country, 
€rd so assiduously has he applied him- 
self to the necessity of utilizing the 
pelitical possibilities of his office with 
a@ view to a second term, that it seems 
to be considered little less than trea 
son to mention a name other than his 
in connection with the presidential 
nomination of his party this year, and 
this in spite of the painfully obvious 
fact that the magnetism of his San 
Juan Hill role has palled completely 
upon the erstwhile jingoes among his 
countrymen; tha: h2 has alienated the 
element out of whom Hanna fried fat 
without end in 1896 and 1900, without 
inspiring a scintilla of faith in his 
avti-monopoly pretentions in anybody, 
that he has aroused the suspicions of 
labor, incurred the ill will of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and es 
tranged himself from the dominant 
Lrotection-without-reason republicans. 

Are we to accept the tentative 
movement from Cincinnati as ihe en- 
tering wedge to rend in twain this 
kollow-hearted one-man solidarity of 
the republican party? The voize may 
te the voice of Cox, but is the hand 
the hand of Hanna? 

It is evident enough that a few 
choice spirits bolder than the rest are 
determined to head the revolt that stirs 
dumbly in a majority of republicaa 
bosoms, ard that Senator Hanna is 
not putting forth a restraining hand. 
He has given on more than one oc- 
casion the stereotyped denial of re- 
ceptive candidates, which is always a 
part of his kind of game. Under the 
peculiar circumstances enmeshing 
him he could not afford to avow his 
candidacy. There are too many ele- 
ments of risk. The Ohio cabal—or 
shall we call it a junta?—that has in 
hand the nomination of Marcus A. 
Henna for the presidency of the Unit- 
ed States is proceeding with blind 
faith in the psychological moment. 
Tut do not deceive yourself with the 
rotion that the element of fatalism en- 
ters too largely in its calculations. 
As much as the inevitability of a stam- 
rede is banked on, the men who are 
secretly partisans of Hanna are too 
gcod politicians to ignore conventional 
methods of packing a national] conven- 
tion. They know how to lay the wires 
that will turn the “dark horse” loose 
before enthusiasm-crazed delegates. 

Ang Senator Hanna, of course his 
head is turned the other way, or he is 
Icoking on deprecatingly. But of this 
nave not a shadow of doubt—

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Peace at Kishinef. 

The anti-Semites at Kishinef will be 
suppressed with a rigid hand if they 
attempt to bait the hated Jew. This 
is the cheering if somewhat incredu- 
lous tidings which come _ indirectly 
from St. Petersburg. It is said that 
Von Plehve, the minister of the inte- 
rior, has pledged himself personally 
to the czar that no outrages will occur 
at any early date. 

A more than superficial examination 
of the situation justifies the theory 
that there is more expediency than 
virtue in this new and unfamiliar re- 
straint. At present, the domain of the 
czar is in the eye of the world; most 
notably, it is on its good behavior. 
Russian officials are not ignorant of 
the fact that the inequality of the im- 
pending struggle and the equity of the 
case has drawn out a preponderance 
of sympathy for Japan. The quick, 
adaptable little folk of the land of the 
chrysanthemum have somehow insin- 
uated themselves into the Occidental 
fancy, and diplomatic intuition is grad- 
ually coming round to that juncture 
where it can read an almost universal 
veto of any positive attempt on Rus- 
Sia’s part to crush Japan. 

Russia is not blind to this anti- 
Muscovite sentiment. The diplomats 
or that nation are given credit for be- 
ing Machiavellian in their guile, and 
it may be that in order to find a more 
auspicious season, they will defer the 
fatal day. In the meantime, all of 
their deftness is at work to keep in a 


pleased mood those powers which | 
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right ah sevaes hold up an interdictory 


finger. As it is more than probable’ 


that a second letting loose of the dogs 
of carnage at Kishinef would hammer 
down Russian international stock, wé 
may thus read eloquently between the 
lines of the artful Von Plehve’s right- 
eous proclamation against “innocent 
bloodshed.” 

The fact, too, that the persecuted 
Hebrews have armed themselves, and 
express an intention to enforce the 
Levitica]l doctrine of an “eye for an 
eye,” may contribute somewhat to the 
kindly repressionistic orders at St. 
Petersburg. The world need not be 
surprised, however, if with al] of these 
deterrents the fierce hatred of Israel 
does not tear away from the IJeash of 
authority. The “little father’s” offi- 
c:als, those who gathered the tinder 
and lit the flames. may discover that 
the blaze, now smothered, has eaten 
its way beyond even their stern con- 
trol.

Once the deadly somnolence 
smites them, they are as lost to the 
world and kindred as was Dame Van 
Winkle’s husband, and without seem- 
ing to experience the pains of starva- 
tion, they gradually expire from inani- 
tion. 

Naturally the naseratittons natives 
regard the fatal visitation as super- 
natural, and their voodoo doctors have 
Icng since exhausted every power of 
mystic charm and incantation to con- 
jure away the evil spirits that are 
working such panic and mortality 
among the swarming blacks of the re- 
gion. Equally futile have been the 
efforts of the white man’s medicine 
man to find a remedy for the myste- 
rious, uncanny malady. Wide and 
populous provinces have been ravaged 
by the “sleeping sickness,” and if 
science does not soon interpose its 
Skill to check the prevalence of the 
malady, a wide area of valuable ter- 
ritory in British Africa will be val- 
ueless for commercial exploitation. 

The Uganda protectorate has issued 
& report in which the cause of the 
strange disease purports ‘o have been 
discovered. As might have been 
Suspected, it is said to be microbic in 
its onigin, the microbe entering the 
System from the bite of a fly of the 
tsetse variety, the samo insect that 
ciuused the British government such 
Icss of horse flesh in the Transvaal 
Curing the Boer war. The microbe 
eters into the circulation and. int: 
the cerebro-spinal fluid, with the 
Strange result noted. Death ensues 
invariably within a short time, the 
victim wasting away in a coma. 

It is proposed to seek a remedy in 
the form of some insect that will prey 
upon the tsetse ily, as has been done 
in the case of the chinch bug and other 
insect pests in the United States. 
When the culture ‘of this much-sought 
insect is scientifically prosecuted, it 
is believed that tbe “sleeping sick- 

ness” can be coutrolled, if not stamp- 
ed out. But will the predatory fly be 
discovered? In the meantime, a terri-

Africa. 
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Bathing and Pneumonia. 

The whiplash of satire and ridicule 
wielded so effectually by: the national 
press on the obnoxious crank and 
faddist, has lately been curling about 
the fat flanks of one Dr. John Dill 
Robertson, a Chicago physician who 
enunciated the as¥Younding doctrine 
that bathing is unhealthy. 

The erudite doctor projected this 
theory some five weeks ago before 
a representative Chicago audience, 
confessing naively that he had not 
himself taken a bath in two years 
and offering his own physical sound- 
ness and absence of flaw as a tes- 
t:monial to his startling announce- 
ment. He tips the beam at two hun- 
dred pounds, has the chubby face and 
smooth skin of the cherub, and an 
appetite equal to that of several wild 
animals working in unison, overtime. 
In a nutshell, the doctor believes that 
“by bathing, sweating or rubbing the 
growth of outer skin is removed and 
the pores kept more freely open than 
nature ever intended.” Therefore, he 
snuns the tub as the average man does 
the tax gatherer. He claims that he 
comes of a family with inherited ten- 
dency to consumption, and that he 
discovered years ago that a continued 
use of the bath meant the develop- 
ment of tuberculosis in himself. 

Leaving off wholesale ablutions 
gradually, he found himsei. acquiring 
flesh and strength until he attained 
his present happy state. Dr. Robert- 
son holds that once the custom of ap 
plying water to the skin is abandoned, 
the system quickly accommodates it- 
self to the changed condition, and 
there is no offensive accumulation “ 
dirt. 

Lately,the doctor has gained an ac- 
cession of notoriety by declaring that 
the bulk of pnuemonia cases can be 
traced to the evil practice of bath- 
ing. The removal of a thin outer film 
constantly present on the surface of 
the body exposes it to cold, he says, 
and before medical attention can in- 
tervene, the sufferer is hurled to un- 
timely death—all because of his 
mania for cleanliness. In substantia- 
tion of his claims, the doctor points 
tc the current epidemic of pneumo 


| nia in Chicago, the occurence of which 


he attributes entirely to the preval: 
ence of the bathing habit. ~- 

To an extent, there appears some 
truth in the doctor’s pneumonia theo 
‘ry. It seems plausible that injudi- 
cious bataing in cold weather is res- 
ponsible for a certain percentage of 
the acute lung troubles during the 
winter, but there is little doubt that 
many disorders of the chest and bron- 
chial tubes would still exist, even 
should every one adopt the bizarre 
views of the canny doctor. Elsewise, 
how will he account for the ab- 
sence of an epidemic in cities such as 
New York, Milwaukee, Minneapolis, 
St. Louis, Cleveland and Boston, every 
bit as cold as Chicago, with their in- 
habitants, presumably,:as much given 
to the virtue next to godliness? 

A great many people, too, will tell 
the doctor that they would rather 
run the risk of pneumonia, than fore- 
go the splendid glow and exhilarating 
comfort, which follows an exit from 
the plunge or shower bath. We will 
accept science’s dictum that there are 
microbes in kisses, 
healthy folk will balk at the asser- 
tion that death lurks in cleanliness.

Mississippi and Panama. 
(From The New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.) 

The legislature of Mississippi will begin 
its biennial session next week, and it Is 
hoped that body will look into the mat- 
ter of the Panama cana! early in the ses- 
siom. Louisiana has instructed its sena- 
tors to vote for the ratification of the 
treaty, and Mississippi is as much inter- 
ested in the piercing of the isthmus as 1s 
Louisiana. True, Mississippi has yet no 
deep-water port, but she is working to 
secuTe one, and a trunk line of railroad 
has already been extended to the Missis- 
sipp! coast. Mississippi coast towns are 
as near to the canal as is New Orleans, 
and Mississippi has valuable products to 
export to the Far East, as weil as the 
other states of the south. This being 
true, the state is vitally interested in 
the building of the canal, and her public 
men should lose no opportunity of fur- 
thering the movement for the construc- 
tion. So far as this generation and the 
next is concerned, it is either the Panama 
cana] or no canal, and at no time in the 
future can a canal be built anywhere 
that can compete with a waterway across 
the isthmus of Panama. 

We have no definite know!«: how 
the two senators from Mississippi stand 
on this question, but there can be no 
mistake made in the legislature issuing 
instructions to them to vote for the 
treaty. ‘The fight that Senator Gorman 
proposes to make against the ratification 
of the treaty is not only a losing fight, 
but one that will result in permanent in- 
jury to the party.

committee are making their headquarters. 
j — all of the members of the party's 
gshest executive body reached Weching- 
ton today, and tonight there is more talk 
cf party success than Washington has 
heard in months. It is particularly nota- 
ble that in the opinion of these men who 
are in closest touch with popular senti- 
ment throughout the country the outlook 
for democratic success in this year’s cam- 
paign is by no megns dark or gloomy. 
The same report comes from all sections. 
All elements are pulling together in har- 
mony, all feeling that this !s a democratic 
year, and that with a judicious nomina- 
tion and a conservative platform President 
Roosevelt can be defeated. It is taken for 
granted that he will be the republican 
nominee, and there is absolute harmony 
of democratic desire that he Should be. 

In the light of what is regarded a cer- 
tainty as to the action of the republican 
convention there are many members of 
the committee who favor holding the con- 
vention in advance of that of their oppo- 
nents. It is agreed that this would be 
g00d policy in that it would demonstrate 
the aggressive character of the democrat- 
ic campaign and would give the party 
workers as well as the masses of doubt- 
ful voters a degree of confidence in dem- 
ocratic success which would be valuable. 
However, party tradition is against this 
action, and.it may not be taken. If a 
later date is decided upon, it will be very 
soon after the repwhlicans meet in Chica- 
go. 

Chicago and New York. 

As to the convention city there ts a 
general disposition, all things being equal, 
to select Chicago as the best convention 
city. Many members who favor Chicago 
Say, however, if the New York boomers 
can show good reasons for going there, 
they will be willing to put themselves 
under the wing of Mayor McClellan. No 
other city is being seriously considered, 
though St. Louis jg very anxious to get 
the convention plum. The final decisior. 
will doubtless be influenced somewhat by 
the respective offers the different cities 
may make toward bearing the expense 
of the convention. Tha Chicago commit- 
tee talks of $40,000, and New Yorkers 
talk of $50,000, but the real offers have 
not been divulged. 

Naturally there is much talk of different 
presidential possibilities. While this rep- 
resents primarily only the individual 
preferences of committee members, it may 
ibe significant that practically all the talk 
centers around Gorman and Parker. There 
is some talk of Hearst on the part of 
outsiders and some of Cleveland, but the 
general disposition is to believe that the 
situation is shaping itself to the nomina- 
tion of one of these men or the other.

First brigade commanded by 
Manning, second brigade under Faskins 
and mounted troops under Kenna, Total 
strength of the regulars 2,200; irregulars 
1,000. Jidibaili held by 5,000 Dervishes. 


i Mounted troops enveloped enemy's right 


and infantry advanced within 700 yards 
of his position. Dervishes advanced, but 
were unable to face the frontal fire 
coupled with flank attack. Enemy broke 
and fled, and was pursued !0 miles. 
Dervishes killed estimated at one thou- 
sand, mostly in the pursuit. Many pris- 


'oners and four hundred rifles taken.

Washington, January !!.—Bids for the 
Philippine friar lands bonds were opened 
at the state department today. The high- 
est bid for the purchase of the entire issue 
of $7,000,000 was from Harvey Fiske & 
Sons, associated with Fiske & Robinson, 
and the National City bank, of New 
York. Their figuses were for all or none 
of the bonds, 107.77, and for all or any 
part of the bonds 105.57. There were 
eighty bidders in all. 

The greater part of the eighty proposals 
were from individuals who offered to take 
anywhere from $1,000 to $60,000 of the 
total loan. Some of the bids were from 
the south and some from New England, 
but none from west of Omaha. Many 
of the bids for the smaller lots were 
much higher than the Fiske & Sons’ 
proposal. 

It is expected that the difficult task of 
scheduling the various bids with the view 
to ascertaining the best terms offered can 
be completed, and the result announced 
tomorrow. The impression in the in- 
sular bureau is that the Harvey Fiske & 
Sons’ bid of 107.77 offers the best rate, 
considering that the firm offers to take 
all the bonds at that hngure. 

This figure is undoubtedly lower than 
the bonds at first were expected to bring. 
However, it is stated that the figure 
realized today was in excess of the es- 
timates of some of the Wall street finan-

PLAN TO STOP 
GREAT STRIKES 


Bill for Arbitration Tribunal 
To Control Labor and 
Capital, 


Washington, Tanuary 1!1.—Senator Cul- 
lom by request of Volney W. Foster, aas- 
sistant treasurer of the republican nation- 
al committee, today introduced a bill to 
create a national arbitration tribunal. The 
bill was referred to committee on educa- 
tion and labor with a request for early 
consideration. It is provided that a tri- 
bunal be appointed by the president to 
consist of six members, one of whom 
shall be the secretury of commerce and 
labor. Representative Foss introduced 
the same bill in the house. 

The tribunal is to gain juriediction. 
over disputes between capital and labor 
iby request of either or both parties to 
the dispute, or by request made by the 
tribunal. When such request is refused, 
that fact is to be made known to the 
public. It the arbitration of the tribunal 
is accepted that acceptance binds the 
parties to the dispute to abide by the 
award. Pending the consideration of the 
matter the parties are 
not to participate in a 
or lockout, and if a 
or lockout has already taken place, it is 
to cease pending the award The judg- 
ment of the tribunal is to date back to 
the date of the petition. The award must 
be either positive or negative on every 
point raised; no neutral awards to be 
made. 

The tribunal] is to sit at Washington, 
although it may go to other points im 
case of necessity. The president may add 
to the tribunal for special cases, only pen- 
alty provided is an appeal to public 
opinion.

MRS. GARDNER 


VIOLATED LAW 


Boston Woman Pays $200,- 
000 in Duties To Prevent 
Prosecution. 


Washington, January 1!.—It {s learned 
here that in 1898 Mrs, Jack Gardner, of 
Boston, began the importation of sculp- 
ture, paintings and other works of art, 
which were admitted free of duty on the 
ground that they were intended for pub- 
lic exhibition. It is understood that the 
importation aggregated about $1,000,000. 
About a month or more ago the treasury 
department began to receive complaint 
from citizens of Boston to the effect that 
while these pictures and works of art 
were supposed to be on exhibition, they 
were unable to see them and the facts 
were that the exhibition halls in which 
the works of art were placed were open 
to the public only a few hours each 
month during the winter season, and 
then only on the payment of an admission 
fee. The matter was referred to special 
agents of the treasury department, who 
‘went to Boston and made an investiga- 
tion. The facts were then placed before 
the departmént of justice and an opinion 
asked as to whether Mrs. Gardner had 
complied with the letter and spirit of the 
law in opening her galleries to the public. 

The. department placed the matter in 
the hands of the United States attorney 
in Boston, who reported that the law 
had been violated. Proceedings were 


about to be instituted when Mrs. Gard- 


ner paid the duties under the law, 
amounting to about $200,000. This pay- 
ment, it is understood, was made about 
three months ago. 


CHINESE COMMERCIAL TREATY. 
Exchange 


of Ratifications Will 
Shortly Be Made. 
Washington, January 1!1.—Only that 
portion of the Chinese treaty which re- 
lates to the opening of new ports at Muk- 
den and Antung and provides in general 
terms for privileges of American ship- 
ping will become effective upon the ex- 
change of ratifications of the treaty which 
will take place within six weeks, There 
is a possibility that the Chinese govern- 
ment will authorize its ministers here by 
cable to effect an earlier exchange, but 
Mr. Conger has hot made this request. 
The other features of the treaty abolish- 
ing the liken taxes and [Increasing the 
average customs dues on goods coming 
from the United States into China will 
not become effective until similar treat- 
ies containing similar provisions have 
been concluded between China and the 
other powers signatory to the treaty of 
Pekin.

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CHURCH BOUND 
TO STATE COURT 


Charge of Involuntary Man- 
slaughter Is Held Against 
Him, 
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Albert H. Church, of 47 Oglethorpe 
avenue, the traveling man who accli- 
dentally shot Mrs. L. E. Jackson on 
Christmas day with a blank cartridge, 
was tried before Recorder Nash Broyles 
in police court yesterday morning and 
was bound over to the superior court on 
the charge of involuntary manslaughter. 
Church Whs taken Into custody by city 
detectives" Saturday night, Mrs. Jackson 
having died Saturday afternoon at the 
Grady hospital of lockjaw, resulting from 
the wound. 

A bond of $500 was assesse4 by Judge 
Broyles, which was given by Church. 
The case will be set for trial before Judge 
L. 8. Roan at the approaching session in 
the criminal sunerior court, which con- 
venes next Monday. : 

Under the state law, involuntary man- 
slaughter is the killing of a human being 
in the commission of an unlawful act, 
without malice or any intention to kill,. 
or in the commission of a lawful act, 
where the killing results from reckless- 
ness. The penalty is imprisonment at 
labor in the state penitentiary for not 
less than one year nor more than three 
years. 

Several witnesses testified In the case 
and the evidence showed beyond all doubt 
that the shooting was purely accidental. 
Judge Broyles held that the discharging 
of the pistol in the city Mmits was an 
unlawful act, and that this fact rendered 
the killing involuntary-manslaughter. It 
was shown that Church had fired the 
pistol in an effort to scare his sister in 
law and that the paper wad of the blank 
cartridge struck Mrs. Jackson in the 
chin. The shddting occurred at the 
Church home, where Mrs. Jackson had 
gone for Christmas dinner. 

In renGering his decision, Judge Broyles 
remarked that the affair was deplorable, 
and that he believed the shooting was 
accidental; that Church had no intention 
of harming Mrs. Jackson, and that he 
was not even shooting at her. He stated 
that under the law, however, the killing 
had developed a case of involuntary 
manslaughter and that he would be com- 
pelled to bind the defendant over to the 
superior court.

Among the bills continued from the 
last session are several affecting the 
farming and cotton mill interests. Mr.

The late 
Mr. McMaster had introduced a bill to 
extend to employees or textile mills the 
rights and remedies granted. under tha 
constitution to,.employees of railroad cor- 
porations. Mr. Carwile, of Abbeville, 
wants more stringent regulations apply- 
ing to the violation of farm labor cén- 
tracts. Mr. Cooper, of Laurens, has a 
bill to provide for the recording of farm 
labor contracts and to regulate prose- 
cutions.on contracts so indexed: Senator 
Johnson's bill- to’ provide-a penaity for 
Strikes and lockouts has come over to 
the house from the seuate, where it was 
Passed.”

The advance attracted 
considerable profit-taking by early buy- 
ers, and in the afternoon the market 
ruled a little easier as to prices, which 
sagged off slightly. The list, however, 
was finally steady as to tone and net !0 
to 28 points higher, Sales were estimated 
at 500,000 bales.

Bat the Movement Was Moderate and 
Rather Spotty. 


PENNSYLVANIA WAS LEADER 


Wabash Joined in the Upward Move- 
ment, but Realizing Caused the 
Whole Market To Yield, 
and the Closing Was 
Easy. 


New York, January 1!.—There was gen- 
eral agreement today that the outlook 
for a ptaceful adjustment of the Russo- 
Japanese dispute was distinctly mors 


cheerful. All the speculative markets 
move, in conformity with this view, 
stocks and cotton advancing and wheat 
showing a declining tendency. The move- 
ment in stocks was moderate and rather 
Spotty, ang there was obvious difficulty 
in holding the higher level of prices. 
There was no change in the character of 
the war outlook so far as published news 
indicated to account for the reactionary 
tendency, which prompted the conclusion 
that buyers of December were still dis- 
posed to realize rather than to hold on 
any strengthening appearance. The very 
general character of the upward move- 
ment in low grades stocks, after the 
opening this morning was taken as an 
unpropitious development owing to the 
Suspicion of manipulative methods at- 
taching to it and the common knowledge 
of the existenge of stock market pools tn 
many of the wocks. affected. These 
pools have been quiescent during all the 
Period of jealous conservation of money 
market resouffces.
